New Milk Bill 


A new bill /or regulating the sale of 


milk in Massachusetts was presented 
in the house of representatives yester- 
day by Mr. Williams fit Holden. 


He moved to substitute his bill for 


the adverse committee report on the 
hill based on the petition of James 
F. Pratt. 
Further consideration of the 


matter was postponed to Monday. 


Mr. Williams' hill provides for three 


grades of mill;, to he known as Grade 
A. 
.Massachusetts 
milk; 
Grade 
B. 


Massachusetts milk; 
and 
Grade 
C, 


Massachusetts milk, but It does 
not 


prohibit the sale of ungraded 
milk, 


which may he sold in accordance with 
existing milk laws. 


Grade A milk must contain not less 


than y.S per cent butter fat and not 
more than 100.000 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter. Grade B must contain not 


i k-ss than 3.35 per cent butter fat and 
! Grade C not less than 3 per cent but- 
ter fat, and each of these two grades 
must contain not less than 100,000 hac 
teria to the cubic centimeter. 


The maximum fine for violating (he 


provisions of the 
bill is $100. The 


enforcement of the hill is given to 
the local boards of health in cities 
and towns, which boards must exam- 
ine ihe dairies and cows before 'issu- 
ing it license for the sale, of milk. 


The bill also provides that each can 


shall bear a cap or label indicating the 
grade of milk contained therein, un- 
less it is ungraded, in which case the 
milk shall be handled and sold as un- 
graded milk and shall be subject to the 
existing laws. 


Eight-Hour Bill Passed

yesterday, a bill limiting the hours oi 
labor of public employes and persons

BERLIN, April 13 (By wireless "to 


.the Associated Press, from a staff cor- 
respondent)—Germany's case in 
the 


Sussex incident rests upon the utter 
dissimilarity between the Sussex and 
the only steamship torpedoed by a 
German submarine on the day and in 
the vicinity of the Sussex explosion. 
The sketch of the torpedoed steam- 
ship, made by the commander of the 
submarine, shows a 
silhouette 
with 


the smokestack forward, about a third 
of the ship's length from the bow and 
immediately behind a 
high 
bridge, 


which has no counterpart on the Sus- 
sex. 


The sketch shows a low superstruc- 
ture extending from the smokestack 
a third o£ the length of the ship astern, 
and two masts stepped forward and 
aft. 


The newspaper photograph of 
the 


Sussex which accompanied the 
note 
shows the smokestack somewhat abaft 
of midships. The single mast is about 
where the smokestack is on the sil- 
houette.

WHAT HORTENSE TOLD ME 


Here is a nice bleach Hortense has 


given me for use on the face and neck 
when wearing evening clothes. 
Tt is 


really a liquid powder. Pure oxide of 
zinc one ounce, glycerine one dram, 
rosewater four ounces, essence of rose 
15 drops. Sift the zinc, dissolving it in 
just enough of the rosewater to cover, 
then add the glycerine, and next the 
remainder of the rose^vater. 
Add the 


essence of rose last. 
Shake well and 


apply with a soft sponge or an anti- 
septic gauze. The face must be well 
wiped off before the liquid dries or it 
will be streaked. 


A good wash for enlarged pores of 


the nose and cheeks is made by dis- 
solving powdered alum in water. 
Ap- 


ply the wash two or three times daily 
and it will effect a great improvement 
In the texture of the skin. 


Warts will disappear if touched dally 


wlth acetic acid. 
Apply with a small 


camel's hair brush. 


An external treatment for the reduc- 


tion of superfluous flesh is the Epsom 
salt paste, says Rortense. Dissolve one 
pound oE Epsom salts in one quart of 
rain water. 
Shave fine three bars of 


white soap and dissolve in one quart 
of boiling rain water. When partially 
c-ool pour in the Epsom salts solution. 
Now add two more quarts of water and 
It is ready for use. 


At night rub the preparation on such 


pnrts of the body as you wish to reduce 
and let it dry in. In the morning wash 
it off. 
Continue the use of this fat re- 


rtuccr until the desired results are ob- 
tainrd. 
Tn addition to the wash take 


the juice of half a lemon in a cup of 
hot water three-quarters of an hour 
before breakfast.

It all of the tariff talk with which 


opponents of the artministratlpn strove 
to stir up 'opposition to democratic 
control were genuine or sincere, there 
will be almost unanimous support for 
the Rainey 1)111 for a tariff commission, 
now In congress. 
The bill has 
the 


support of the administration and It 
deserves to have the support of every 
American citizen who wants to sec the 
tariff taken out of politics for good 
and all. 


Political tinkering with the 
tariff, 


no matter how well meaning, is in- 
jurious to American business at any 
time. It inaugurates n time of dis- 
trust and disorganization during which 
the country is kept agitated by those 
whose selfish interests 
are 
affected 


and those in-congress who do not al- 
ways know what Is best for business. 
Between the business leaders who use 
the tariff as a cloak for special privi- 
lege and the tariff theorists in politics, 
American business has been kept on 
edge for many years. Free trade to 
some extent is argued during periods 


• 
of high protection and high protection 
is the slogan during periods of low 
tariff, like the present. 


The evil of this condition was far 


reaching. It was bad for business and 


. it was bad for politics. Those power- 


ful private interests to whom changes 
in the tariff wero all important tam- 
pered with elections and aroused need- 


-'- less fears, and from time to time the 


entire country echoes with the cry that 
the tariff will ruin the nation indus- 
trially and commercially. This would 
have been the cry during the coming 
campaign if the administration had 
not decided that the time Is ripe to 
take the tariff' out of politics, or 
at 


least out of the arena of party poli- 
tics. 


The Rainey bill, which 
is 
almost 


certain to be passed in substantial 
its present form, provides for the cre- 
ation of a tariff commission to 
be 


known as 
the "United States tarifr 


commission," composed of six mem- 


. bers,-who shall be appointed by the 


president with the advice and consent 
of the senate, not more than three of 


v whom shall be members of the same 


: political party. 
No person shall be 


• eligible for appointment 
who 
has 


served in the senate or house of'repre- 


j sentatives. No member shall engage 


: in any other business, function or em- 
ployment. 


'From this it may be seen that the 


control of the commission by any par- 
ty Is impossible and that all efforts 
•will be. made, to base the membership 
on merit and personal fitness rather 


• than on political 
pull. 
The 
salary 


.mentioned is 510,000 per .year, which 


should prove large enough to attract 


• able, men who might be willing to give 


their government disinterested service 
With a. few necessary exceptions, al' 
of the employes of the. commission 
shall be a part of the classified civi' 
.service. The main office of the bods 


- 'shall be in Washington, but it 
ma> 


transfer its activities temporarily to 


:. any other place that may seem de- 


sirable to the members. In all main 


- essentials the commission is similar t 
; the federal reserve board in charge 
* of the nation's finance. 


The duty of the. commission sha! 


be "to investigate the adminlstratio! 


: 
and fiscal effects of the customs law

positive that the Sussex carried no 
ammunition.
